Restrictlen on payment e t per diem while in travel status 


1. Xt it cons i der ed advieable to direct year attention te mm a of 
the difficulties which have been encountered by the auditors in the 
Budget and Finance Branch as a result of travelers beginning cr ending 
trips nt eueh tines in relation te the ending er beginning ef quarter 
periods that it is ns eases ry to require supporting justification and 
verification in order to allow per dian for the fractional periods 
involved. 

S. In n nuaber ef instances, it has beta noted that travelers 
depart shortly prior te StOO iJ(. and return shortly after 9*00 P.M. 
ef the acne day* and under such conditions, it ie necessary for the 
traveler te support hie slain for per dice with a statanaat shewing 
the n ece s sity for departing prior te 8i00 A.X. er failure te return te 
official station before 8*00 P.M. ns well as evidence te the effect 
that additional expenses were aetwally incurred no n result ef the 
travel since the Standardised Govemneat Travel Regulations require 
the head ef the Depa rtnen t (er hie properly designated subordinate) 
te administratively Unit per dian allowances te those eases where the 
traveler actually insure additional expenses as a result of the travel 
ever and beyond these which have been incurred had the traveler rewnined 
at his offioial station. 


8. Current prebleaw else arise in connection with travelers who 
utilise train schedules whereby the scheduled departure tine is only 
a few nitrates prior to the end ef a quart ar. A similar situation exists 
when return te offioial station is sonodulad shortly before the beginning 
ef n quarter. Ixi sting regulations reqelre that the actual tins ef 
departure end arrival be considered in eenputing per dins allowances 
and, accordingly, it ie neeeeeary te verify the information shown by 
the trcveler by contacting tbs carrier in away eases. For axanple, 
if a travalar leaves on a train scheduled te dspert at Hi58 A.M., he 
should, in all instances, verify the actual departure tine since in 
■ost oases the train would be two er three minutes late in departing 
and obviously no per dien would be allowable trader the regulations for 
the quarter ending et 12i 00 Been. 


4. Xt will be appreciated if you will bring these natters te the 
attention ef appropriate individuals in year office in order that all 
officials and esqtlayoes oeneerned with travel and the presentation ef 
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travel rtiitarMnit motor! will be ftaUitr with tha requirananta 
to the extent that Inpreper e Inina will net he aabnltted end tine 
eenaaned In verification and eebnieeloa of etatanente of justification 
will net here te be spent by the individuals eoneemed. In this 
eenaeotloa* It etemld be bronfht te the attention of ell travelers 
that per dlea elleneneea ere authorised on the beeis that additional 
eoata ere e eenaiena d by the travel* 
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
